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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendments filed on 10/03/05 and 
10/1 1/05. New claims 24-26 have been added, and claims 14-16 have been canceled 
accordingly. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 21-26 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 7-13 and 
17-20, directed to the process of using or operating the patentable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. 
Claims 7-13 and 17-20 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 03/04/05 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

3. Claims 1-13 and 17-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Examiner agrees with Applicant's arguments filed 10/03/05. The prior art of record does not 
disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for an electro-mechanical transmission system 
and the method of operating the same, the transmission system comprising two compounded 
epicyclic gear sets, and two electric machines as defined by the limitations of claims 1, 7, 13, 1 7- 
19 and 21-23; wherein the torque applied to the output shaft is increased by directing the electric 
power from one of the machines operating as a generator to a energy receiver or an electrical 
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load as required by the limitations of claims 1, 7, 13, 17 and 18; wherein the torque applied to the 
output shaft is increased by braking at least one of the electrical machines as required by the 
limitations of claim 21; wherein the torque applied to the output shaft is increased by controlling 
the flow of electrical power between the electrical machines and a third electrical machine as 
required by the limitations of claim 22; and wherein when the level of torque required at the 
output shaft exceeds a predetermined value, means controlled by monitoring means extracts 
power in mechanical or electrical form fi-om the transmission system as required by the 
limitations of claim 23.
